Driven to deceit, to dishonesty; ambition 
thwarted, motives impugned, Wright struggled against the tide, put by a tiny sum to 
enable him to move on, and finally reached his goal - Chicago - and there, still 
against odds, pulled himself up and acquired some education through systematic read- 
ing, allied himself with the Communists, only to be thrust out for non-conformity, 
and wrote continually. The whole tragedy of a race seems dramatized and high (or 
low?) lighted in this record; it is virtually unrelieved by any vestige of human 
tenderness or humor; there are no bright spots. And yet it rings true. It is an un- 
finished story of a problem that has still to be met. Perhaps this will force home 
unpalatatle facts of a submerged minority, a problem far from being faced squarely ". 
eeeeThis is probably the first volume of what will be a two volume autobiography, as 


it covers only boyhood and early youth.

He shows his 
people as a Bohemian folk who rely too much on God. Through 400 years of their 
history their intellectual life reflected the fashions of Europe, but with the 20th 
century, their writers for the first time concerned themselves with social and moral 
problems. He traces the history of the country in brief outline - the parelleling 
of phases of literature up to the period of romanticism when the first links were 
formed with the realism of the moderns by the first novelists of note, and by the 
poet, Castro Alves (19th century). Then names come faster, with a growing body of 
writing, Pompeia, Machada de Assiz, da Cunha - the three writers to whom he ate 
tributes permanent fame. The first World War and its effect on Brazilian writing; 
the years between, and the Fascist influence, reflected by Salgado and others. And 
the '30's ~ and Brazilian literature comes of age; social and philosophical problems 
become major issues. He gives a rapid outline of leaders in all literary fields. 
At the close he defines the patchwork quilt of Brazil as unified by a common language 
and common psychological trends...Excellent bibliography...Reference tool, written 
with a sprightly humor and a freshness of viewpoint.

A fill-in for previous books on China at war, this dozen articles that give 
an all-over picture of the people, the cities, the place of women in the war world 
and their importance in the future, the work of guerilla farmers against the Japan- 
ese, student life, the artistic war world, the progress towards constitutional govern- 
ment (this alone stresses political aspects - and the author feels progress is be ing 
made}, the Chinese National Air Corporation and what it means to the country, the 
Chinese-American Composite Wing in the air war, United States training of Chinese in 
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American “know how"; Chinese hardiness in the Burma jungles. Here - outside finance 
and business - is the life of China in spite of seven years of war, of Chungking and 
its unbeaten vitality, of little towns and their handling of new ways, of the atti- 
tudes of the men and women, old and young, of what the future may bring.

* A valuable contribution to discussion of post-war planning for Asia, this is 


confessedly a plea for giving the Asiatic policy top priority in America's relations 
with the world, as proving ground of our intentions. Lattimore, as long-time re- 
sident of China, knowing at first hand and from many angles the problems that are 

rife - author with Eleanor Lattimore of Making of Modern Chtna (Norton - 1944) - is 
able to survey our relations to Asiatic power problems with a dispassionate but in- 
formed spirit. He shows how the conflict of the experts - whether diplomatic, in- 
dustrial, or journalistic - has created false ideas. He presents the Open Door Policy 
and the aftermath of the Washington Conference as evidence of Anglo-American "me too" 
attitudes, with little recognition of the fact that our relations with Asia are re- 
ciprocal. The misconceptions of China are actually less than the misconceptions of 
Japan, which he sees as a dual system, highly cartelized industry plus a feudal 
system of agriculture, which only revolution can solve, revolution which will over- 
throw fascistic imperialism, of which the emperor (as an institution) is a symbol 
that must go. The sore point of foreign privilege has colored all relations with 
Asia. Most revealing of all are his chapters dealing with the facts of the effect of 
the Russian Revolution on Asia, ~- within China (where Communism is deep-rooted and 
prover, but quite different from Russian Communism); in relation to Central Asia, 
where the power of attraction is enhanced by the success of operation. His analysis 
of the Chinese Civil War presents facts in new focus; he sees Chiang Kai-shek as a 
coalition statesman of genius and feels that he would be the only choice of the 
Communists as well as the Kuomintang, could the greater coalition be achieved; he 
views the years of Civil War as the military training ground - and surveys the trage- 
dies of both Red Terror and White Terror. He weighs the changes the Sino-Japanese 
struggle have precipitated in Big Business, industry, agriculture, the relation of 
labor to industry, of peasant to landlord - and the part those changes will play in 
the future decision as to whether China is to play a side line or front line part in 
the war, and in the peace. He traces the curve of prestige - China in America and 
vice versa; Britain, the Netherlands, the French - and Soviet Russia. He discusses 
the challenge to us in the question of whether it is to be colonial liberation or re- 
conquest - and urges America to take responsibility for insuring colonial liberation 
as a step to independent economic development. His final chapters deal with the 
political nature of security - the hope in the Du™barton Oaks and Bretton Woods de- 
cisions - and he outlines the essentials of our policy in Asia, - the treatment of 
defeated Japan, relaxed tutelage of China, extension of policy of cooperation with 
United Nations toward financial and economic as well as political ends, to step out 
of a role of inaction, to one of action...This long report would suggest that it is

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a long book. On the contrary, it is short but packed with meat.

The inhuman story of the Warsaw ghetto, of individual incident and mass 
murder in what is probably the most extensive concentrated brutality of this age - 
told by Henry Shoskes, who lived through it, to Curt Riess.

A definite history of the Pilgrim Fathers. shorn 
of the trappings of school textbooks and apocryphal legend and replacing these discarded 
traditional tales with a sturdy record of a small group that managed to keep their 
identity against fearful odds and a toll exacted by rigours of nature without - con- 
flict with their fellow-English, their own recalcitrant members, Indians, and Dutch. 
The Pilgrim saga is a creation of the 19th century; this new picture is based on con- 
temporary records, some newly discovered, some reinterpreted material, and it follcws 
their troubled history from the persecutions under Henry VIII, Edward, Mary, Elizea*>eth, 
James - through the none-too-rosy Amsterdam and Leyden years, across the.ocean in frail 
barks ~- "saints and strangers" together - to the Cape and eventually to Plymouth. ‘ren 
the struggle to become self-sustaining, the reversals years after year, the failure to 
secure from the English overlords their rights and charter; the evidence of greed with- 
out, staunch faith within: the growing religious and moral intolerances; splits in the 
ranks; relations with Indians; expansion to the West; and the personalities that domi- 
nated the whole. A tangled tale clarified for moderns ~- exceedingly interesting as 
illumination on those of our forefathers too often confused with the Puritans to the 
North of them ~- but slow reading because of liberal quotation from ancient records.
